The morning witnesses in support of Dona- 
hoe's reputation, including Mayor Harrison, 
passed without cross examination by Assist- 
ant State's Attorney Hayden N. Bell.

Capital to Protect Lives 
and Property. 


SEE MARTIAL LAW TODAY 


Indianapolis, Ind., Nov. 6.—Indiana’s en- 
tire national guard, consisting of more than 
2,000 soldiers, are encamped in different parts 
of Indianapolis tonight ready for duty in the 
strike of the employés of the Indianapolis 
Traction and Terminal company. 

Special trains brought the troops under 
hurried orders and they were detrained in 
the suburbs, virtually surrounding the town. 
Great secrecy was maintained as to the 
movement and arrival of the militie, and 
few citizens even knew they had been called 
out until late today. 

All companies were held when they arrived 
in the suburbs until they were of such num- 
ber that it was deemed safe to bring them 
into the city. This was done to prevent any 
clash with the strikers. The troops will not 
begin duty until early tomorrow morning. 
In the meantime, Indianapolis more nearly 
resembles a huge military camp than a quiet 
capital city. 


May Declare Martial Law Today. 

Whether the street cars are to be manned 
by soldiers, officers in charge would not say 
tonight. 

Martial law had not been declared late to- 
night, but such a proclamation is expected 
to be issued from the governor's office before 
daylight. 

Gov. Ralston announced he was withhold- 
ing the proclamation of martial law in hope 
the strikers and the street railway company 
would be able to come to terms during the 
night. | 

It was learned that Judge Thomas Duncan 
and Charles Murphy of the Indiana public 
utilities commission had asked officials of 
the street car company to submit the trouble 
to arbitration. 


Agrees to Meet Employes, 

The street car representatives agreed to 
receive @ committee of its own employés 
and try to come to an agreement with them? 
provided that the charter of the local union 
from the Amalgamated Association of Street 
and Electrical Railway Employés was can- 
celled and that the leaders of the strike and 
organizers depart from the city. 

The company also agreed that in case it 
and the committee from the employés were 
unable to reach an agreement by Nov. 30 to 
leave the settlement with the public utilities 
commission, and promised to abide by the 
decision rendered by the commission. 

The strikers refused to agree to the com- 
pany’s terms and made @ counter proposal. 
The nature of this new proposition was not 
divulged. 

Brig. Gen. William J. McKee is said to 
have stated that he knew nothing of the 
street car strike officially, but had been told 
there was rioting in Indianapolis and that he 
had been ordered to end the disorder, This 
he said he would do. 

The hearing in a suit for receiver for the 
street car company was postponed until to- 
morrow because of the illness of one of the 
attorneys for the car company. A second 
suit for a receivership was filed late today 
by Judge Frank Roby, former member of the 
state Appellate court. 

No Attempt to Move Cars. 
No attempt was made by the company to 


move cars today. 
There was a big massmeeting of strikers 


at noon on the state house lawn. Speeches 


Gov. Ralston was asked to address the 
massmeeting. He told the strikers he was 
not responsible for present conditions and 
that 1 had done everything in his power to 
arrange a settlement. 

The governor urged that law and order 
be preserved. 


Women Storm Capitol. 

Late this afternoon nearly 300 women, 
members of the Garment Workers’ union, 
rushed across the state house lawn into the 
capitol and to the governor's office, where 
they demanded that Gov. Ralston force arbi- 
tration in the street car strike and call a spe- 
cial session of the state legislature. 

Many of the women were hysterical and 


| Mrs. Edna Davis, president of the union, 


declared: 

We are willing to take up arms to help 
win this strike.” 

Gov. Ralston, answering the women, as- 
serted that he had no authority to force ar- 
bitration. He said he was in sympathy with 
the union men, but could not allow a condi- 
tion of lawlessness to exist and it was hig 
sworn duty to protect life and property. 


SLAUGHTER OF 6,132 CATS 
STIRS WASHINGTON WOMEN 


Ciub Plans Action to Avert Asphyxia- 
tion of Yodelers Which Bother Con- 
gressmen and Lobbyists, 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 6.—[Special,]— 
Mrs. Henry L. West, president of the Wash- 
ington Cat club, today announced a special 
meeting of the club for next Tuesday to draw 
up a protest against the slaughter of cats 
by the health department, which has been 
enforcing the unnecessary noise ordinance. 
The poundmaster has sent over the carbon 
monoxide route no fewer than 6,132 cats. 

When a tired congressman or lobbyist is 
kept awake by a yowling from his back fence 
he telephones to the health office. Next day 
a man brings some cat traps which are baited 
with delicacies, and places them where the 
cats were heard. Usually they are filled by 
morning. 1 

Then the poundmaster takes the trapped 
yodelers to his laboratory, where they are 
asphyxiated.

Russia Does Not Desire 
to Receive Petitions, 


61 EN TO CZAR’S ENVOY. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 6.—Protests from 
Americans against the prosecution of the 
ritual murder case now on trial at Kieff, 
Russia, will not be forwarded through the 
state department. 

Prominent Christian clergymen who called 
on Secretary Bryan today with a petition 
addressed to the czar of Russia urging that 
the charge against the Jew, Beilis, be with- 
drawn were told that the department could 
not transmit the document because it was 
understood the Russian government did +t 


desire to receive such communications. 


The petition then was sent to the Rus- 
sian ambassador. It appealed to the czar 
to stop the trial of Beilis because of the 
untold evils to the cause of humanity which 
may follow from its further prosecution.”’ 


Charge Against Early Christians. 

Reciting the history of ritual murder 
charges, the petition said, we are convinced 
that the blood accusation against the Jews, 
which has been made sporadically, is as 
unfounded as was the same accusai.on 
which, as history shows, was frequently di- 
rected against the early Christians.“ 

The petition was signed by about thirty- 
five of the leading clergymen and officials of 
Christian denominationsin the United States, 
including the names of such men as Cardinal 
Farley, Bishop Grier of the Episcopal church, 
the Rev. Dr. William F. Manning, rector of 
Trinity church; Bishop Scarborough of New 
Jersey. and many other officials of Christian 
ehurches. 


PROSECUTION CLOSES CASE. 

KIEFF, Russia, Nov. 6.--The name of 
Mendel Beilis, the man standing trial for the 
alleged murder of the Christian boy Andrew 
Yushinsky in March, 1911, was barely men- 
tioned in the closing speech of counsel for 
the prosecution today. This was remarked 
by those present in court, as the same thing 
happened when counsel delivered his open- 
ing speech on the indictment. 

Toward the end of his address today, how- 
ever, the prosecutor expressed his profound 
conviction that Beilis was guilty, and re- 
marked that the accused had been seen drag- 
ging young Yushinsky toward the brick fur- 
nace where Beilis was employed. 


Sees Beilis as Martyr. 

“ Mendel Beilis possibly was an excellent 
father and a virtuous man, who lived mod- 
estly and was certainly religious,” he added, 
“but this does not preclude the possibility 
of the perpetration by him of a crime which 
from his standpoint was notacrime. He re- 
gards himself as an expiatory victim of his 
co-religionists.”’ 

Counsel for the prosecution then dwelt on 
the subject of the clay found on young 
Yushinsky’s clothing, which, he said, resem- 
bled that of the soll near the stable where 
the prosecution believes the murder was com- 
mitted and where Mrs. Beilis went to live 
after the arrest of her husband.

Unusual activity in recruiting has been dig- 
played recently. So great has become the 
fear of conscription that Mexicans whose 
work forces them to be out after dark have 
begun to carry credentials, showing that 
they have steady employment. 

Much drafting has occurred among the 
humbler classes. More than 2,500 are re- 
ported to have been added to the army by 
conscription since the beginning of the week. 

It is said that not even women are exempt, 
many having been forced to become sol- 
daderas, accompany the Mexican army and 
look after the men generally.

WILL LIFT ARMS EMBARGO. 
BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN. 
Washington, D. C., Nov. 6—{Special.}]— 
The Mexican situation is rapidly reaching a 
head. 

The United States has notified Gen. Huerta 
that it is its finaland irrevocable " decision 
not to recognize him or any of his entourage 
as president of the neighboring republic, 
which may account for the report that John 
Lind, the president's special commissioner, 
tonight had left Vera Cruz for Mexico City. 
It is believed in some quarters that Huerta is 
disposed to yield to the American demand 
that he retire from the presidency of the dis- 
turbed republic. 

From other official quarters, however, it is 
Geclared Huerta has determined to ignore the 
latest communication of this government, or 
if he should make answer it will be ina form 
totally unsatisfactory to President Wilson. 

With this angle of the situation in view the 
president and his advisers are considering 
what step to take in order to show Mexico 
that this country cannot be flouted with im- 
puivity, 


Will Litt Embargo on Arme. 

Tt will not take the form of intervention. 
The embargo of arms against the constitu- 
tionalists will be lifted and they will be given 
all the rights of belligerents. 
This proposed policy will receive the ap- 
proval of congress. A meeting of the senate 
foreign relations committee was held this 
morning when Senator Bacon, at the in- 
stance of the administration, sounded his 
colleagues as to their views concerning 
Mexico. Every member expressed himself 
in opposition to intervention, and all favored 
the lifting of the arms embargo against the 
constitutionalists. ; 
Senator Bacon, chairman of the committee, 
communicated this unanimous opinion to 
the president tonight. 


Calls Senators to Washington. 

In order that congress may be advised of 
the departure in the president's policy, tele- 
grams were sent to absent members of the 
senate requesting them to be in Washing- 
ton on Monday. : 
The only branch of the government op- 
posed to the proposal to grant to the consti- 
tutionalists the right to purchase arms in 
the United States is the military. 
It feels the country is heading straight 
toward intervention, and it does not want 
‘the Mexicans to be equipped with any more 
munitions of war than necessary. 


Won to Rebels’ Cause. 
The president has been won around to the 
proposal to recognize the constitutionalists 
by the following arguments and develop- 
ments: 
1. The persistent refusal of Huerta to 
retire. 
2. The certainty that Huerta never can 
suppress the rebellion. 
8. The necessity of taking measures to 
put an end to the chronic state of revolu- 
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| Mexican Exile Stabbed by Assassin. 
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tion existing in the neighboring country. 

4. The strength manifested by the con- 
stitutionalists. 

5. The prospect that once Huerta is 
eliminated by the constitutionalists it 
will be possible to hold an election which 
will enable the inauguration of a man 
chosen by the people. 

6. The achievement of Huerta’s elimi- 
mation through the Mexicans themselves 
and without American intervention. 


Moral Support for Huerta Foes. 

As much moral support is being given to 
the anti-Huerta cause as is possible under the 
present policy. | 

It has been published broadcast that the 
United States will never recognize Huerta. 
because it regards him as a traitor and an 
assassin, and because such recognition would 
have a bad moral effect upon the revolution- 
ary disposed sections of Latin-America, 
in addition, a formidable force of Warships 
bso sent to Mexican waters, and will be 
tained there, this in the face of Huerta’s 
demand that national vessels flying the stars 
and stripes be withdrawn. 

It has become increasingly evident that 
these measures are insufficient to accomplish 
the result the president wants. But two 
@ourses remain open, according to the view 
taken by the administration. .The first is in- 
tervention, which eongress does not desire. 
The second is to aid Gen. Carranza as far as 
possible in his operations. 

abargo Has Helped Huerta. 

The only practical way to provide such as- 
sistance is through the lifting of the embargo 
on arms against the constitutionalists. 

It is pointed out that this embargo has 
been helpful to Huerta rather than hurtful 
to him. He can import all the munitions he 
needs from Europe through Vera Crus, while 
the constitutionalists have to depend upon 
emugeling across the Rio Grande or captures 
they make from Huerta’s commands. 

‘The American policy is consequently re- 
garded as unfair to the insurgents. 

The president oan lift the embargo by ex- 
- ecutive order, or he can request congress to 
repeal the joint resolution empowering hir 
to apply the prohibition. Because of the op- 
portunity that would be afforded for warlike 
speeches, the president, it is understood, has 
decided to assume the responsibility of guch | 
action himself. 

The recognition of belligerency likewise is 
@n executive function, although it is done 
usually with the approval of congress.

Council Committee Orders Elec- 
trie Ordinanee Drawn. 


SAVES $604,000 IN YEAR. 


Merriam’s Objections to Adjustment 
Plan Overruled. 


— 


Reductions in electric light rates which 
the Commonwealth Edison company says 
will mean a saving of $604,000 to the public 
next year were agreed upon yesterday by 
a majority of the city counell committee on 
gas, oll, and electric light. 

The committee ordered an ordinance drawn 
incorporating the terms of the last offer by 
the company to City Electrician, Palmer 
This creates a ‘third rate in addition to the 
present primary charge of 10 cents a kilowatt 
hour for the first thirty hours use and the 
secondary charge of 5 cents for the next 
thirty hours. On Dee.-1 this tertiary will 
be made 4 cents and on March 1 it will be 
made 3 cents. It will cover all current 
after the primary and secondary periods. 


Criticism of Adjustment. 

The criticism of this adjustment of the 
rate problem has been that it will not benefit 
all consumers. In order to aecomplish this 
Ald, Charles E. Merriam, in spite of oppo- 
sition from Palmer, has contended the pri- 
mary charge should be cut to 8 cents, but 
a motion to this effect was defeated as a 
preliminary to the approval of the three-step 
rate. 

Ald. Eugene Block, seconded by Ald. G. H. 
Bradshaw, renewed the motion withdrawn 
on Tuesday when Merriam said he was not 
prepared to vote for this rate. Merriam 
offered as a substitute a motion that the 
primary rate be reduced to 9 cents and the 
secondary to 4% cents and that the 10-5-3 
rate for power be lowered to a 8-5-3 basis. 
Ald. James B. Bowler seconded this. 

On the roll call Burns, Hey, and Hader- 
lein voted with them. Those opposed were 
Long, Block, VavriceKk, Belifues, Walkowiak, 
Twigg, Janovsky, Bradshaw, and M. J. Healy 
—making the count 5 to 8. 


Ald. Block Wins, 9 to 5. 

Ald. Bowler then moved that the 3 cent 
tertiary rate be ordered into effect on Jan. 1. 
There was no second to this, and it was de- 
elared lost. Block's motion was put and it 
was carried by 9 to 5, the roll call being 
exactly the reverse of the roll call on Ald. 
Merriam’s motion. 

Palmer, Assistant Corporation Counsel 
Dilion, and W. G. Beale, counsel for the 
company, were asked to draft the new rates 
in the form of an ordinance to include a pro- 
vision that the company contribute $5,000 
a year for the maintenance of a complaint 
bureau similar to the telephone bureau 
created this year.

Ties Between Nations Held Per- 
manent by Speaker; Page 
) Presides. 


LONDON, Nov. 6—A large and distin- 
guished gathering welcomed the Rt. Hon. 
James Bryce, former British ambassador at 
Washington, at the dinner given in his honor 
dy the Pilgrims tonight. The American am- 
bassador, Waker H. Page, read messages 
from the president of the United States, Jo- 
seph H. Choate, former ambassador at Lon- 
don, and others. President Wilson's message 
was as follows: 

“Few men have done more than James 
Bryce in strengthening the ties of friendship 
@nd brotherhood which unite England and 
America and have been the cause of common 
aspiration and high example to the whole 
world.” . 

Introducing Mr. Bryce to the Pilgrims, the 
American ambassador, Mr. Page, who pre- 
sided, paid him a high tribute. 

IJ welcome him home, Mr. Page said, “ as 
the ambassador emeritus to the American 
People. All his blushing honors have been 
nobly won.“ 


Sees Panama Question Settled. 

Mr. Bryce began his speech by express- 
ing the belief that the Panama question 
would be solved in a manner satisfactory 
to both countries. That belief, he said, was 
based on his conviction of the high recti- 
tude and elevated sense of honor and inter- 
national justice possessed by President Wil- 
' gon. 

A large part of Mr. Bryce’s speech was de- 
voted indirectly and directly to replying to 
eriticisms made by the Conservative press 
of his work as ambassador. He empha- 
sized the idea that the British ambassador 
to the United States had to deal with prob- 
lems between Canada and the United States, 
for Canada’s interests were as important to 
the empire as England's. 3 

An ambassador to a foreign country, he 
said, acted merely as the agent of his gov- 
ernment and carried out the instructions of 
his government. 

The danger was, he said, that criticisms of 
an ambassador by the press of his own coun- 
try had the effect of weakening his status 
and prestige with the country to which he 
was accredited. 2 


Felt at Home in America. 
Everybody, the speaker said, had made 
‘him feel at home in America. He had been 
treated like one of their own citizens, in-

MAY GO ABROAD 
TO STUDY GARBAGE 


Ald. Nance Declares Waste 
Commission Will Have to 
Visit Europe. 


MANUFACTURERS TALK. 


Tell Comparative Merits of In- 
cineration, Reduction, 
and Drying. 


The city waste commission yesterday heard 
representatives of three corporations tell the 
comparative values of incineration, reduc- 
tion, and drying of garbage. Each repre- 
sentative was equally insistent upon the 
point of the city’s a..lity to derive profit 
from the handling of garbage. When the 
session closed Chairman Willis O. Nance said 
the waste commission would have to investi- 
gate the garbage plants of Europe before 
a satisfactory method of caring for the city 
waste material could be attained. 


Tells of Incineration. 

W. E. Dowd of the Heenan Destructor 
company of New York, which has incinera- 
tion plants in 200 European cities, said his 
system admits of one collection for ashes and 


other refuse. 

W. A. Thomas, representing the Nye Crem- 
atory and Incinerator company, said a plant 
to take care of fifty tons would cost $150,000. 
He offered to erect a one ton plant for a test 
provided the city would pay $3,500 for it if 
successful. 


Reduction Plants Not Sanitary. 

E. N. Stacy of the Decaire Incinerator com- 
pany of Minneapolis declared reduction 
plants could not be made sanitary and sald 
a 150 ton capacity incineration plant could 
be operated at the same cost per year which 
the city supplied water to the Chicago Re- 
duction company. He estimated the cost of 
collection of waste material as $1.43 a ton. 

W. M. Cummer of the Atlas Dryer com- 
pany of Cleveland, O., advocated the instilla- 
tion of dryers which, he said, could trans- 
fer the garbage into materials which could 
de sold at profit to rendering companies.

POINTS ERROR IN FIGURES 


E. P. Ripley Takes Issue with 
Iowa Railway Commissioner. 


CALCULATIONS ARE WRONG. 


Argument for Government Ownership 
— Is Disputed. 


President E. P. Ripley of the Santa Fe sys- 
tem is the latest transportation manager 
to enter the government ownership of rail- 
ways controversy, stirred up before the Na- 
tional Association of Railway Commissioners 
at Des Moines, Ia., by Clifford Thorne, chair- 
man of the Iowa board of railroad commis. 
sioners. Mr. Thorne's argument tended ip 
the direction of federal ownership, he having 
reached the conclusion that §464,140,210, now 
paid annually to railroad capital, could be 
gaved. When Mr. Thorne opens his mail to- 
dey he will find a stiff letter from Mr. Ripley 
disputing his claims. Herewith is an excerpt 
from Mr. Ripley’s letter: 

“The fact is that you have fallen into the 
fatal error of using as a basis for your calcu- 
lations the figures for gross interest and divi- 
dends declared, instead of the figures for 
net interest and dividende actually paid. The 
gross dividends and interest include a dupli- 
cation caused by the ownership of a large 
amount of stocks and bonds by railway com- 
panies themselves, and it is only by eliminat- 
ing this duplication that we can arrive at 
the true amount of interest and dividends paid 
on bonds and stock outstanding in the hands 
of the public. 

The interstate commerce commission elim- 
inates this duplication, and its statistics show 
that in the fiscal year 1911 the total interest 
actually paid out on funded debt was 6380. 
411,677, and that the total dividends actually 
paid out were $291,497,164, a total of 3071, 
908,841. This is $211,306,540 less than the sum 
which you give as the dividends and interest 
paid in 1912; and the total interest and div}. 
dends paid in 1912 probably were less than 
those paid in 1911.”

Hope lies only in civic education, the in- 
atruction of the public through the schools, 


and public spirited, and through civic organ- 
igations. | | 

In New York, with the aid of a highly 
dramatic exhibition of remorseless political 
tyranny, with the aid of a highly sensitive 
race feeling, and unusually effective reform 
tactics, a success for good government was 
won. Good government will follow, but it | 
will fail of appreciation among hundreds 
ef thousands whom it benefits, while it 
will arouse fierce hostility among thou 
sands whom it curbs. Then the pendulum 
will swing back as it swung back in Cin- 
cinnati, because so many of the people do 
not. realize their own interest in good gov- 
ernment, and, therefore, do not care. 

For it is the voter who most suffers from 
bad government that is its solid support.

For years the baby doctors have been 
advising mothers to keep the baby off the 
floor, to keep his hands clean, to keep his 
hands out of his mouth. If the principle oa 
which the advice is based is good for the 
babies, it is also good for the grown ups. 

The man who does not labor with his 
hands will not be inconvenienced by wear- 
ing gloves to keep his hands clean. The 
man who labors with his hands can wear 
loose gloves without inconvenience after a 
little practice. In fact, the practice at 
present prevails in many trades. The rail- 
road brakemen and switchmen wear loose 
fitting canvas or leather gloves. The men 
who handle bricks wear gloves that protect 
the palm of the hand. One that protects 
all of the hand, after a little practice, would 
hot prove inconvenient. 
~~ 


The type of hand covering could be and 
should be adapted to the work and to the 
weather. As I have noted it, the laboring 
man who wears 4 glove generally wears one 
adapted to his work. On the other hand, 
the man who wears gloves as 4 protection 
against the weather does not display good 
judgment. For instance, a tight leather 
glove squeezes the blood out of the capil- 
laries. In consequence, in cold weather it 
is uncomfortable, especially for old people, 
or people disposed to cold hands for rea- 
sons other than those of old age. Yet, how 
many old men and cold handed young men 
we see wearing tight kid gloves. , 

Gloves adapted to wind, weather, and 
work add to one’s comfort, spare the hands 
from cuts and bruises, and decrease the 
danger of infection of the mouth by the 
hands. Tight, cold gloves in cold weather, 
or gloves not adapted to one’s work, bring 
the wearing of gloves into some disrepute.

E. O. writes: As soon as the cold weather 
approaches, I am bothered with chilblaina, or 
frosted feet. I have tried several things, but 
nothing has helped me. Kindly let me know 
how to get rid of this affliction.

Plunge the feet frequently into cold water con- 
taining salt or a little ammonia, or bathe with 
kerosene oil. Dry thoroughly and rub gently. 
Dust with talcum powder. Do not wear woolen 
stockings, and kéep away from heat, Paint with 
two coats of iodine, allowing the first coat to dry 
thoroughly before applying the second.

INFANTILE PARALYSIS CARR. 
A. A. L. writes: There are two cases of 
infantile paralysis in our town; should such 
cases be quarantine? Are there any other 
measures that can be followed by the public 
to prevent an epidemic?’ 


REPLY. 

1. Yes. The quarantine should inelude not only 
the patients but all well persons in contact with 
the sick ones. The difficulty in handling epidemic 
infantile paralysis is due to the large percentage 
of persons who become carriers—that is, well them- 
selves, but capable of infecting others.

Emperor William, like Lord Kitchener, ob- 
jects to monocles, and, some twenty years 
ago, issued a general order prohibiting-their 
use by the officers of the army, creating 
much ‘consternation thereby, especially 
when, a few days later, he stopped in the 
streets of Berlin and placed under arrest 
several young officers of the guard whom 
he met with their glasses screwed in their 
eyes. 

He declared that, if the officers were short- 
sighted, they could wear spectacles, or pince- 
nez, but the monocle was nothing but a 
ridiculous affectation. 

It was assumed at the time that his ukase 
in the matter was aimed at his tremendously 
dandified brother-in-law, Prince Frederick 
Leopold of Prussia. But, be this as it may, 
he ended by relenting. and today a large 
number of German officers wear monocles 
without any let or hindrance.

erator czar, turned his monocle to most ex- 
cellent account in getting rid of bores. 

His monocle hung from his neck by an 
extremely thin elastic cord, and, as soon as 
ever his interlocutor had embarked on some 
long-winded speech, he would quietly give 
the elastic an imperceptible twitch, which 
had the effect of sending the eyeglass bound- 
ing up to his eye, where it remained fixed, 
without any apparent effort or action on his 
part, beyond a slight inclination forward of 
the head to réceive it in the orbit. He would 
then gase fixedly through the eyeglass at the 
unfortunate speaker, just as if rothing had 
happened. 

The effect of this little maneuver was gen- 
érally to disconcert completely the new 
presentee; whose utterances were usually 
cut short not only by the manner in which 
the monocle appeared to fly up to the grand 
duke’s eye of its own accord, but also by 
the fact that his imperial highness seemed 
totally unmoved thereby.

Of chief magistrates of republies, the only 
one to indulge in the use of a menocle was 
President Faure of France, and a funny 
story is told in this connection.

MAYOR MITCHEL’S STOCK. 
Chicago, Nov. 6.—[Editor of The Tribune. ] 
~Thanks for your opportune and interesting 
editorial in this day’s issue of THE TRIBUNE 
headed Mayor Mitchel’s Stock.“ You are 
probably right when you intimate that not 
thany Irish-Americans of the younger gen- 
eration know that it was John Mitchel's 
grandson who was elected mayor of New 
York on Tuesday, but I hope you are wrong 
when you intimate that not many Irish- 
Americans of the younger generation know 
who John Mitchel was. 

Having. at the request of John Mitchell's 
widow and family, written his life, I may 
claim to know something of the matter to 
which you refer. 

John Mitchel had three sons. All three 
served in the confederate army. Mitchel hav- 
ing las is known at least to the elder gen- 
eration of Irishmen] taken the side of the 
south in our great civil war. John. the 
eldest, was in command at Fort Sumter when 
he was killed by a shell which burst within 
the fort. The youngest, William [a play- 
mate of mine when I was a boy] was in 
Pickett’s charge at Gettysburg, and was 
then 16 or 17 years old. He was never heard 
of afterwards; his body never was recovered 
by his parents. The second, James, served in 
the army of northern Virginia under Lee 
from a short time after the formation of 
that army down to within a few months of 
the close of the war. He was several times 
severely wounded, and once his wound was 
believed for a time to be mortal. He subse- 
quently lived in New York and was the 
father of the present mayor. 
John Purroy Mitchel’s mother was Miss 
Purroy before she married, and is of a. 
family which has been favorably known in 
New York for several generations. So that 
he comes of good stock on both sides. 

My acquaintance with the present mayor of 
New York dates from the time when he was 
a boy and I was an occasional visitor at his 
father’s house in New York.

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INCOME TAX HITS 
SNAG IN ALIMONY 


Government Officials Puzzled 


Over Who'll Pay, Man or 
Former Wife. 


SHOULD HE “HOLD OUT?” 


Nat Goodwin, De Wolf Hopper, 
and Others Much Worried 
Want to Know. 


IBT A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. } 

Washington, D. C., Nov. 6.—[Special.]—Nat 
Goodwin, William Ellis Corey, Col. Isaac H. 
Emerson, De Wolf Hopper, William K. Van- 
derbilt, Frank Gould, and numerous other 
members of the Alimony club are causing 
Uncle Sam no little worry at the present time 
with regard to the collection of the income 
tax at the source. 

All of these men are paying former wives, 
a few of them several former wives, large 
. Sums as alimony each year. The question 
now before the internal revenue bureau here 
is whether the alimony payers fulfill the 
obligations of the income tax law when they 
pay their own tax, or should deduct a per- 
centage of all moneys paid their former 
spouses and turn it into the treasury as their 
divorced wives’ contribution to the mainte- 
mance of the government. 


Much Married Men Troubled. 

Nat C. Goodwin and De Wolf Hopper, both 
actors, have the largest number of wives of 
ali the alimony elect. Nat has four divorced 
wives and De Wolf has the same number, or 
maybe one more. 

The complications which may arise in the 
Emerson-McKim-Vanderbilt families are 
sure to be most interesting. Expert advice 
could be obtained by the interested parties 
from Francis H. McAdoo, son of Secretary 
McAdoo, now an assistant in the department 
of justice, as he recently married a daughter 
of Col. Emerson's latest wife.

Osborn Finds Collectors Erred. 

Commissioner of Internal Revenue Osborn 
tcday notified internal revenue collectors 
throughout the country that regulations re- 
cently issued governing income tax collectlons 
had been mis:nterpreted by collectors who re- 
fused in some instances to pay coupons for 
interest on bonds of the United States or its 
poseessions, bonds of any_state, or county, 
or any political subdivizion thereof, unless 
accompanied by certificates of owneral..p, 
without deducting the normal tax of 1 per 
cent. 

The income derived from the interest 
upon such obligation.“ the commissioner said 
in a letter to collectors, “ is not subject to the 
income tax and a certificate of ownership 
will not be required.“ 


Explains Tax on Bank Accounts, 

In another letter to collectors Mr. Osborn 
explained that banks receiving deposits are 
mot required to withhold at the source the 1 
per cent normal tax on the interest paid on 
open accounts or certificates of deposit. All 
such interest, whether paid or accrued and 
not paid, must be included in the return by 
persons entitled to receive it. 
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Income Tax Puzzles. 


Solution of problems arising under the new federal income tax law, by Elias H. Henderson, counsel 


for the Union Trust company. 


Answers hereunder are not a conclusive determination of the law, but are sufficiently definite and a 
reliable guide until the treasury department shall further prescribe and the courts shall define ae inter- 
pret the various provisions of the act. 


QUESTION No. 39. 

(a) Have husband and wire living together 
the right to deduct $7,000 from a joint state- 
ment, or is the total exemption only $4,000? 

(bo) Can a person have all interest notes on 
mortgages, interest coupons of bonds, also 
interest from money loaned, paid him in full 
and remit direct to the collector for taxes 
due on income in excess of exemption? 

(c) If a corporation has employés drawing 
more than $4,000 salary, is it compelled to 
withhold tax on the entire amount, or just 
On the amount less the exemption, or can 
the employé ask for payment in full and 
settle with the government himself? 

(d) If a corporation owes an individual for 
money borrowed on which it pays interest 
annually or semi-annually, is it supposed to 
hold out the I. per cent tax when sending 
checks for interest to the individual? L. 


Answer. 

(a) Every single or every married per- 
son not living with his or her wife or hus- 
band, who is liable for the normal income 
tax under this law, may claim a totale 
deduction of $3,000 from net income, on 
which deduction he or she is exempt from 
the normal tax of 1 per cent. 

Where a husband and wife live together 
and only one of them has an annual in- 
come liable for the normal tax of 1 per 
cent, then the husband or wife who has 
the i=come shall make the return and pay 
the said tax and may claim and deduct 
an exemption of $4,000 

For the present year of 1918 (from 
March 1 to Dec. 31) exemptions allowed 
under paragraph C of this law will be 
five-sixths of those of the calendar year, 
as specified in paragraph D, namely, $2,- 
500 if the exemption is $3,000, or $3,333.33 
if the exemption is $4,000, as the case may 
be.. According to the latest regulation of 
the treasury department issued on Oct.

This 
ruling is in accordance with the interpre- 
tation and construction of the law by the 
Hon. Judge Gray, who drafted the income 
tax bill. This ruling reverses and nullifies

The mar- 
ried employé cannot receive the benefit 
of the deduction of $3,000 with $1,000 ad- 
ditional except by an application to the 
collector of internal revenue for a refund 
of the tax unless he shall, not less than 
thirty days prior to the date on which the 
return of his income is due, file with the 
person or corporation who is required to 
withhold and pay the tax for him, signed 
notice in writing claiming such exemption. 


(d) A withholding agent who pays 
monthly or periodically during the year, 


interest (except income derived from in- 
terest on bonds and mortgages, or deeds 
of trust, or other singlar obligations of 
corporations, etc., upon which the normal 
tax of 1 per cent has been withheld at the 
source, as provided by these regulations), 
rents, salaries, wages, etc., shall have 
reached an aggregate amount in excess of 
$3,000 for said period, When. such amount 
has been reached he, she, or it shall with- 
hold the tax on the whole $3,000 and ex- 
cess thereof, UNLESS the person to 
whom the income is due files with him, 
her, or it, the notice herein provided, 
claiming exemption under paragraph C of 
section 2 of this act, in which case the 
withholding agent shall withhold only 
the tax on the income in excess of said 
exemption of $3,000 or $4,000 (as the case 
may be), and the tax so withheld shall 
be returned and paid as required by law.

Answer. 

(a) Yes. Corporations must pay excise 
tax under the corporation excise law of 
1909 from Jan. 1 to Feb. 28, 1913, and must 
pay income tax from the latter date hence. 


(b) The additional tax does not ap- 
ply to corporations. 

(e) A corporation has not the same ex- 
emption as an individual. 

(d) A widow is entitled to an exemption 


of only $3,000. 


(e) The interest may be deducted. 


QUESTION No. 41. 

(a) If a persons income or salary is $5,000 
per year but it costs him $2,000 out of it to 
live, won't this make his profit $3,000 and not 
taxable? 

(b) If one has some stock in a company 
and does not notify the company that his in- 
come is not above the amount will they de- 
duct the tax from the dividend check, and if 
they pay dividends monthly, quarterly, semt- 
annually, or annually will it be necessary to 
notify them thirty days before each pay- 
ment; if so, ft will keep a poor man busy 
writing letters and buying stamps, etc., and 
will work a hardship on him.

Answer. 

(a) An unmarried person's exemption 
is $3,000. Living expenses are not de- 
ductible. In the above case an unmarried 
person would have to pay a tax on $2,000 
being the excess over the exemption al- 
lowed him by law. 

(b) The act specifically exempts divi- 
dends of a corporation from operation of 
the tax where the corporation has paid 
its tax on its net earnings. I do not think 
it would be necessary to notify the cor- 
poration, as the corporation will probably 
make it its business to ascertain the law 
governing it in such cases, but it will do 
no harm to give notice if you desire to 
do 80.

Various members of the boa ve favored 
aot only the marriage of womén school. teach- 
ers. but have asserted that more mothers are 
needed in the schools The board has no rule 
in regard to the marriage of its women teach- 
ers, but it does enforce a rule that mothers can- 
not return to schcol until two years after the 
birth of children. 

“We believe that a child should know its 
mother from some other woman who cares for 
it” said Mrs. Young Tue Garfield school. the 
Hammond school. and the Langland school each 
have two teachers who have been married.

Mrs. Jeannette P. Robinson, principal of the 
Mann school:

The Chestnut. 


HE chestnut is an almost world-wide 

food. The different varieties come early 

into our markets and remain with us 

several months. After they are gone it 

is possible to buy the dried nuts, shell 
removed. In Italy they make a great deal of 
chestnut flour, which is somewhat used in 
France and Germany, and some of our, import- 
ers may have it. 

— 


It is Italy that is the great chestnut coun- 
try of the world. There are thousands of chest- 
nut groves in that peninsula, and there are 
peasants, and probably some of the poor no- 
bles, who almost live on the nut or the chest- 
nut flour for a great portion of the year. They 
sometimes stir up the flour with nothing but 
water, spread it out thin in their enormous 
round tins, and have it baked in the great pub- 
lic and smoky ovens. Portions of this cake are 
sometimes recooked to resemble our batter 
cakes or flapjacks 

They also make a special but common cake 
of this flour at carnival time, but they do have

“CH STNUTS “ALLA LUCIFERO.”—Take 
forty good chestnuts and roast them over à 
slow fire. Do not allow them to become dried 
up or colored. Remove the shells carefully; 
put them in a bowl and pour over them one- 
half a glass of rum and two or three table- 
spoons of powdered sugar. Set fire to the rum 
and baste the chestnuts constantly as long as 
the rum will burn, turning the chestnuts about 
so that they will absorb the rum and become 
colored. 

‘The French, characteristically enough, take 
the chestnut and make an expensive confection, 
a “confit.” of it. It is much the same thing as 
taking our cotton, which they do, and make a 
fabric which sells for dollars a yard, while our 
southern mills make out of the same thing 
something selling for a few cents. It is long 
and patient, skilled work that makes the dif- 
ference, although some of the marrons are 
made by the unskilled. 

It is rather hard to understand why it is so 
enormously popular in France, great trays of 
the broken meats, labeled “debris,” are sold, 
as well as the superfine article, each nut meat

nut selling at 35 cents, it is questionable 
whether it is best to do much to spread the 
growing chestnut cult. These prices may, how- 
ever, be split in two in some localities. 

It is not at all easy to experiment with 
chestnuts, even with a hundred recipes at hand, 
if one has tasted of purées and cakes and com- 
potes in lands where they know best how to 
prepare this nut, and has not been delighted or 
even hardly pleased with any of them. Most of 
us, perhaps, have not got beyond the stage of 
liking best the raw chestnut or that simply 
boiled, and not till floury, which is the foreign 
idea. A common French dessert is the follow- 
ing: 


COMPOTE OF CHESTNUTS.—Roast and

Decide to Investigate Use of 
Barrel Staves in Bridge 
Repairs. 


TRUSTEES UNANIMOUS. 


Action Follows Expose of Condi- 
tions Along North Shore 
Channel by Tribune.“ 


BY OSCAR E. HEWITT. 

The trustees of the sanitary district decid- 
ed yesterday to have an investigation of the 
charge in THE TRIBUNB yesterday that barrel 
staves and pine fruit boxes were used in 
the repair of certain bridges on the north 
whore channel. The action was taken un- 
animousty, and the resolution was sufficient- 
ly broad to include a report on all of the 
bridge repair work. C. R. Dart, bridge engi- 
neer of the district, was directed to make the 
inquiry. | 

In the session yesterday information re- 

, garding the repairs other than that printed 
heretofore was brought to the surface. It 
was shown by the official] vouchers that oak 
planks were used in the repair of bridges 
over Church, Oakton, Dempster, and Main 
streets, Evanston, and Howard avenue, Chi- 
cago, which cost $55 per 1,000 feet, and that 
oak costing $45 was used at Brown and Fos- 
ter avenue, Evanston. 


Use $35 Oak. 

In contrast with these purchases oak cost - 
ing only $35 per 1,000 feet is being used to 
repair Central street, Evanston, and yel- 
low pine costing $30 per 1,000 feet was used 

at Lincoln street, Evanston. 
Church, Oakton, Dempster, Main streets, 
and Brown avenue are in Evanston where I 


I know the traffic on those streets, and it 
is lighter than on Central street, yet on Cen- 
tral they are using the poorest grade of oak.” 

In the meeting both Trustees Paullin and 
Clark charged that better planks have been 
removed from the Central bridge than are 
being put in. 


Clark Makes Charges. 

“TI have personally inspected this work.“ 
said Trustee Clark. The lumber being used 
is worm eaten, has bark on part of it, and in 
places is dry rotting. It is not even cull but 
windfall timber. Some of the planks taken 
out of the bridge to put in this inferior stuff 
are first c oak planks, and I can show 
you samples of each, if you care to see them. 
There can be no life in such planks.“ 

Trustee Dailey then presented a resolu- 
tion asking a report on the repairs from 
Bridge Engineer Dart, which was adopted 
unanimously after he had also been in- 
structed to account for all of the lumber 
taken out of the bridges as well as the un- 
used lumber purcnased for the repairs. This 
report is expected next week.

Team Work, Cry of Coaches. 

With the championship football games yet 
to be played and the preliminary struggles a 
matter of gridiron history, the coaches of the 
teams which are contenders for, sectional 
titles are devoting all their attention to the 
development and perfection of team play, the 
most necessary requirement for success in 
important battles. 

The rudiments of the game have been mas- 
tered, although some of the mentors still give 
the players daily drills in falling on the ball 
and tackling the dummy and instructions in 
charging and blocking. Plays evolved for 
the all-important contests must be learned 
and every player taught to perform his part 
in each formation. 

The failure of one man to carry out his part 
faultlessiy in any play means absolute de- 
struction of the formation and its ground 
gaining possibilities. Eleven men in every 
play is the slogan of the tutors, and in most 
cases individual play will be sacrificed for 
team work in the championship battles. 


Drill in Advanced Football. 

The new plays which have been held under 
cover all season may be termed advanced 
football. In these formations the duties of 
the men are far more complex than in the early 
season plays, and as a result the formations are 
harder to master. 5 

With the exception of Brickley at Harvard the 
elevens which will meet in championship contests 
cannot boast of a player who is apt to win a big 
game through his own efforts. It does not follow 
that some player will not jump into the spotlight 
by kicking a fleld goal or making a long run for the 
only score, but in most cases the coaches will rely 


upon team play.
